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With it being November, my spiritual 
mind gravitates towards the book of 
Psalms; in particular Psalms 146-150 
(the Praise Psalms). 

The book of Psalms is a collection of 
poetic prayers expressing a wide vari- 
ety of situations and emotions. How- 
ever, most of the Psalms are aimed at 
Praising God. I like to think of the 
Psalms as a call to people to turn to 
God in praise and thanksgiving for His 
never ending presence, mercy and 
grace. 

I challenge you to choose one Psalm 
from Psalms 146-150 and spend a 
week meditating on it. Try another one 
the following week until you have spent 
time with all five Praise Psalms. You 
might even try writing your own Psalm 
of Praise! 

If you want study notes for any Psalm 
or for all 150 Psalms, please call the 
church office and we will see that you 
receive some study helps.
